This letter is in reference with the Commission’s letter dated 18 th February, 2006 along with the draft 
proposals for the Division of the State of the Maharashtra into Assembly and Parliamentary Constituencies on the 
basis of 2001 census and asking for dissenting proposals from the Associate Members, if any. 

I am submitting the dissenting proposal for the Parliamentary Constituencies of Pune district, which may 
be published. 

33 Maval Parliamentary Constituency is having 3 Assembly Constituencies from Raigad district namely 
188 Panvel, 189 Karjat & 190 Uran and 3 Assembly Constituencies from Pune District namely 204 Maval, 206 
Pimpiri & 207 Bhosari. I am proposing to withdraw 207 Bhosari Assembly Constituency from 33 Maval PC and 
would like 207 Bhosari to be included in 36 Shirur PC because 207 Bhosari is adjoining to 197 Khed Alandi AC of 
36 Shirur PC in stead of 207 Bhosari AC which has been withdrawn from 33 Maval PC. I suggest that 205 
Chinchwad may be included in 33 Maval PC. 

Thus, 33 Maval PC would be having 3 Assembly Constituencies from Raigad and 3 from Pune, which will 
form geographically a compact Parliamentary Constituency. 

Further, I have proposed to include 210 Kothrud Assembly Constituency to be detached from 35 Baramati 
PC and to include the same in 34 Pune PC as 210 Kothrud Assembly Constituency is part of Pune Municipal 
Corporation and having totally the urban face and as such, I would suggest that one Assembly Constituency from 
34 Pune i.e. 208 Vadgaon Sheri should be attached to 36 Shirur PC as such 34 Pune PC will have one addition of 
210 Kothrud AC and deletion of 208 Vadgaon Sheri Assembly Constituency. Thus, 34 Pune PC will have total 
urban face having 6 Assembly Constituencies as below 209 Shivajinagar, 210 Kothrud, 212 Parvati, 213 
Hadapsar, 214 Pune Cantonment and 215 Kasba Peth. This will form one urban 34 Pune PC. 

The above proposal will reveal that 2 Assembly Constituencies from 35 Baramati PC have been 
withdrawn and they have been included as below. 205 Chinchead AC in 33 Maval PC and 210 Kothrud into 34 
Pune PC As such there is scope to join two Assembly Constituencies from adjoining 34 Shirur Parliamentary 
Constituency. They are 199 Daund AC and 200 Indapur AC from 36 Shirur PC which I have proposed to be 
included in 35 Baramati PC. As such 35 Baramati PC would be formed having 199 Daund AC, 200 Indapur AC, 
201 Baramati AC, 202 Purandar, 203 Bhor AC and 211 Khadakwasla AC.

under the Delimitation Act. 

Respected Sir, 

This is to bring to your notice certain discrepancies arising due to inclusion of 41 
Melghat Assembly constituency in 6 Akola Lok Sabha instead of 7 Amravati Lok Sabha 
Constituency. 

41 Melghat Assembly Constituency has large areas covered under Forest including a 
Tiger Reserve. There are restrictions imposed by the Forest Department in order to protect the 
wild life in the area. The Melghat area is inhabited by Korku Tribe. They are socially and 
economically less developed and away from the mainstream. This area has high rates of infant 
mortality and deaths due to malnutrition. Various schemes implemented by the State 
Government for the benefit of tribals are monitored by the headquarter offices at Amravati, 
which is well accessible from Melghat and also the Divisional headquarters. 

If 41 Melghat Assembly Constituency is attached to Akola Lok Sabha Constituency as 
proposed, it will give rise to accessibility problems for the tribals. Besides, 41 Melghat 
Assembly Constituency isxonnected to 6 Akola Lok Sabha Contituency via single lane road 
passing through the Tiger Reserve which prohibits any further development of roads in this 
area and is open only for 12 hours (from 6 am to 6 pm). 

On the other hand, 40 Daryapur Assembly Constituency is not only adjacent to 6 Akola 
Lok Sabha Constituency but also more accessible from Akola. Whereas, to reach 41 Melghat 
Assembly Constituency from 6 Akola Lok Sabha Constituency one would have to traverse 
entire 40 Daryapur Assembly Cosntituency. 
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Hence it is proposed that 

(i) 40 Daryapur Assembly Constituency may be attached to 6 Akola Lok Sabha 
Constituency, 

(ii) 41 Melghat Assembly Constituency may be retained with 7 Akola Assembly 
Consittuency. 

It is requested that the above propositions may please be considered favourably for the 
benefit of tribals of Melghat area. This dissent note may be published.

The Commission has made some major changes in the Working Paper 6 for 
Raigad District. In the earlier paper Hamrapur Circle was shown as part of the 
190 Uran A.C. and Chouk Circle in 189 Karjat. Now in the la t est proposal Chouk 
is shifted to Uran and Hamrapur to Pen A.C.‘ I had accepted and supported the 
earlier proposal and requested to maintain the same. None from the AMs has 
asked for these changes. Secondly, in making these changes, the Commission 
has flouted its own Guidelines. For an instance, it is stipulated in the Guidelines 
that an administrative unit need not be broken unnecessarily. However, In the 
Working Paper 6, these four revenue circles are distributed to three different 
Assembly seats. To top it all, now these circles are distributed to four different 
constituencies throwing to the winds the Guidelines. So also, Varashi, Chouk and 
Hamrapur circles are shifted without any plausible reason. It is, therefore, 
requested that a status quo be maintained in this district which means the 
provisions in the Working Paper 6 should be accepted for the Final Order without 
resorting to any changes. '

Legislative Assembly segment 

2. An equivalent number of voters from Kalyan (West) (138) of Ulhasnagar (141) 
may be attached to Murbad(139) , as these areas are geograhically and by 
road nearer to Murbad(139) and are very well connected. 

a. Further, as per historical records, Ambarnath-Badlapur was earlier existing as 
a single Corporation. On Public Demand, the same was made into TWO 
Municipal Councils. 

b. Both these are on the same Thane-Karjat Central Railway tracks. 

c. MURBAD on the other hand has no connectivity by Railway. 

Some portions of Kalyan(West)(138) and Ulhasnagar(141) can be attached to 
Murbad (139) based on the geographical convenience for the public.

r -o [he proposed Loksabha Constituencies in the following manner: 
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The map for the proposal suggested by me is attached herewith. 
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I would like to present the following justifications for the suggested changes: 

1. The Shirur Loksabha constituencies as proposed in the Commission’s working paper 
extends from Junnar Assembly in North to Indapur Assembly in South East, 
spanning a total distance of about 200 km tip to tip. 

2. The Shirur Loksabha as suggested by me shall in its maximum dimension extend 
from Junnar Assembly in the North to Shirur Assembly, spanning a total distance of 
about 100 km tip to tip thus making it much more compact. 

3. Major portion of proposed Kothrud Assembly constituency is a part of Pune 
Municipal Corporation and has always been a part of Pune Loksabha constituency 
and hence it should be included in the Pune Loksabha which would result in a 
homogeneously urban Pune Loksabha constituency. 

4. The erstwhile Haveli Assembly Constituency included Chinchwad area and Pimpri 
area which together form the Pimpri- Chinchwad Municipal Corporation area. 
However as per the Commission's draft paper these culturally & geographically close 
areas under single Municipal Corporation have been distributed in two different 
Loksabha constituencies, i.e. Chinchwad Assembly in Baramati Loksabha & Pimpri 
Assembly in Maval Loksabha. It is therefore suggested that both the assembly 
constituen cies of Pimpri & Chinchwad fall under the same Loksabha Maval. 

5. Assembly segment of Daund, Baramati & Indapur share cultural & geographical 
proximity & have traditionally always been in the same Loksabha. Hence it is 
proposed to include them under the same “Loksabha Baramati. 

6. The changes proposed organize the Loksabha constituencies with following strong 
features: 

a. More culturally & geographically compact Shirur Loksabha in the north part of 
the Pune district and generally falling to the north of Mumbai-Pune- 
Ahmednagar highway. 

b. All areas of erstwhile Pune Loksabha maintained in the new proposed Pune 
Loksabha in the center of the district. 

c. Major portion of the erstwhile Baramati Loksabha under the -new Baramati 
Loksabha in the southern part of Pune district and falling generally to the 
south of Mumbai-Pune-Ahmednagar highway. 

d. Pimpri & Chinchwad Assemblies falling under the same Municipal 
Corporation maintained together in Maval Loksabha. 

I hope the Commission will take a favorable view of the proposed 

revisions and effect the changes in the draft proposal.
